Trouble in coal production has become 


a reality. That is the outcome of failure 
by the miners and operators, both organ- 
ized in a thorough manner, to agree on a 
new contract to take the place of an ex- 
piring agreement: Bituminous operations 
•will continue uninterrupted as far as-is 
now known. Indeed, some stimulation is 
to be expected, as many accustomed to use 
hard coal are likely to turn to bitumin- 
ous. 
They will do this, not because there 


will be'any immediate shortage in anthra- 
cite supplies, but because the possibility 
of a later deficiency will stimulate prices. 
The increased demand for bituminous will 
no doubt increase its price. That has been 
true in past coal mining interruptions. 


AYith a basic national undertaking

their rewards have not been abundant. 
Now the public will pay still more. 


Nor have the miners established their 


case as to a wage increase being justified. 
Two years ago they obtained an advance 
of ten per cent, to which they now would 
add another ten per cent. Their officials 
declined to submit the controversy to ar- 
bitration. The explanation, in almost so 
many words, has been that the operators 
would be able to get closer to the arbi- 
trators than the miners. It is mere as- 
sumption that the process of arbitration
